‘by no meang a desirable country to take in 
hand, and » guurded policy with respect to 
the assumption of responsibility in avy 
direction “heeame’ recognised as that which 
was at allevents the safest. It hus, how. 
ever, alwaya been ‘apparent that some 
consolidation of and improvement in the 
Government of China was essential ; though 
the hope was clung to that China, like [taly, 
would reform of herself.

Oxe good effect may be looked for 
* from recent events in these parts, namely, 
thot of defining more accurataly the 
policy of Foreign Nations, and more 
especially of Great Britain, with respect to 
China and the Far East. British policy 
Bas been very freely criticised for many 
yeara past, bat it must be confessed that 
euch criticism bas been in the main directed 
against what was in iteelf not very definite 
or very distinctly declared. In general 
terms British policy tins. been stated to be 
the preservation of her Treaty rights and 
the furtherance of her commercial interests 
jn China. This has been the position 
always taken up officially when it has been 
neceseary to make any formal uunounce- 
ment on the subject, and this declaration 
of policy may be fairly taken as being the 
only thing that hes been consistently ad- 
- hered'to amidst -tiuch that was anything 
but consistent. The principle is simple 
‘enough; but its application has proved by 
mo means so easy; and it is not surprising 
that in the view of many it was considered 
that the end in view could not be attained 
in any other way than by accepting respou- 
sibilities in China, which the Home Govem- 
ment was. very little inclined to assume. 
The obstinate resistancs which was made

‘made, hut it has beon of 2 slow and un- 
decided chatucter. Now ports have been 
opened and railways have been introduced ; 
but still China in the main has not. advanced 
eascatinlly from her old world ways. The 
Government. remains as weak and at the 
same time as arbitrary as ever, a strange 
mixture of uutocracy and feebleness, and 
the hope of nuy internal reform of a sub- 
stantin! charucter has been almost abandoned 
by its Lest wishers, “At the sume time ig 
cannot be denied that China has at least 
shown herself capable of development. There 
is a large and now increasing class in Chinn 
who are well aware of the advantages which 
she could derive from the odoption of foreiz n 
ways The middle trading class: who have 
intercouré: with Europeins and whose 
numbers are yearly augmenting, are quite 


aware that foreiga uppliances, and even, 


foreign learning, are not to be regarded us 
mere curiosities of barbarism ; ani this class 
would be glad if China, while still preserving 
the Lulk of her old traditions, could in some 
way follow the examplo of Japan, and 
come more directly into line with European 
nutions, 


With these changes, the idea that this end 
could be brought about only if China were 
taken.in hand by some European nation, 
which was at one time popular, has gradually 
been modified ; and with the proof of what 
such responsibility may involve, thut has 
been afforded by the Russo-Japanese War, 


as one within.the domain of: practica! 
polities ; and so far as Great Britain or the 
United States—who ure in the main at one 
on this subject—ore concerned, we may 
take it that auch an idea is not likely to be 
revived, unless some other nation should 
nttempt to or succeed in acquiring domina- 
tion, which is not, as events have turned out, 
by any means 80 likely a contingency as it 
wasformerly, Russia, we may hope, will be 
checked in her designs in this direction 
after the conclusion of the war; and there 
ig no other uation which is likely. to be 
anxious to push an aggressive. policy 
in these paris. It has beeu shown that it 
is one thing to assume such a position, 
but o very different thing to maintain it, 
and so far the policy of upholding the in- 
tegrity of China which has been pursued 
has proved in tha long run to have been the 
right one; and if the factor of ‘Russian 
aggression in the North be eliminated from 
the contingencies thnt have to be guarded 
agaiust, there can be little question ns to 
the wisdom of continuing the policy which 
has hitherto been followed, and which, 
though’ it. might be open to question. in 
former times, has so fsr proved to be the 
only sound and reasonable course that could 
be adopted. If once the fear of Russisn 
aggression in China ean be removed, a way 
will bo opened to maintain a sound com- 
mercial policy in which the interests of 
foreign nations can be furthered in a man- 
ner which was necesenrily impossible while 
China constantly laboured under the fear of 
aggression in sotne quarter or another and 
the partition of the country was discussed 
as an open question, The influence of Japan 
will:be a strong factor in all futuré policy. 
If that country were averse to. foreign 
civilization her influence might be of a 
dangerous character ; but, so long as she 
ranges herself on the side of legitimate com- 
mercial progress, which hus certainly been 
her policy hitherto, and which policy it is 


in furthering legitimate intercourse and the 
extension of commercial facilities will] bea 
valuable aid in the cause of progross ; while 


her policy must alwuys lie in the direction 
of anfe-guarding the integrity of China, 23,5 
Japan ia well aware that encroachment on] 
the part of any one nation would be theil 
signal for similir netion on the part of 
others and would be productive of confusion, 
the end of which it wonld be difficult to

_ Yesterday morning, during the fog, tho 
Norwegian w.8. Proteus collided with the British 
sa, Venetia off Swa/ow. Both ships wore 
seriously damaged, o hole being knocked in the 
Proteus’ starboard bow, and-s long length of 
rail being torn from the other ship, The 
Venetia also sprang aleak. The Proteus was 
on a voyage from Japan to Hongkong, and 
the Venetia was outward bonnd from Hong- 
kong to Japan. 


THE SIAMESE LOAN. 


With regard to the projected ontry by Siam 
into the list of nations with o scl debt; 
which The Standard foreshadowed a short time 
ago, it now leurns that the amount to be 
borrowed will be £1,000,000 only, instead of 
£2,00:!,000, as was at first proposed, that the 
interest will bo five‘per cent, aud the duration 
of the loan probably thirty years. AU the 


money wil! be devoted to railway construction. 
Hither!o, the Siamese Government has paid for 
its railways out of revenue, during tho last few- 
years having spont vearly £2,000,000 on con- 
struction, but the slowness of railway building 
out of surplus revenue has, not unnatnrally, 
prompted the progressive Sinmose to follow the - 
more usual method of raising money. 

As to the security of the loan, it appoars that 
the Sismese revenue now amounts to aboat 
£3,000,000 o year, having doubled itself in cight 
years. Tho abolition of the gambling forms is 
not expected to malo o very great inroad upon 
tho revenue. Inthe donrse of the next threo 
yours, for instauce, eighty-eight ef these ferms 
aro. marked down tor oxtinction, ‘and. the 
revenue loss will umount to about £132,000. 
This sam the Government hopea to cover. by 
inoresges in the land revenue, owing to the im- 
proved mothods of land transfer, &e.,‘which it -- 
ia hoped: will result, from the bringing under 


cultivation of waste land. oy

THE TRADE ASSOCIATION 
et OF JAPAN, 


The Trade Association of Japan bas been 
engaged of lote- enquiring into business matters 
in Ching ond Korea with a view 
to devising improvements in the mothods now 
adopted. ‘The AssociatioA has found in the 
conduct of the war a spovitl dubjeot of covsidora- 
tiou, and has passed a resolution dealing with 
the question of the employment of Chinese 
coolies for transport purposes, ' It is well knowh 
that in tho war with Chinn a great numbor of 
Japaness Inbousera wero taken soross tho sea 
‘and used on the linw of communications. Ex- 
perience proved that much inounveniuce was 
connected with this system, ond thoresfter » 
new organization was formed in Jopan, its 
leading ides being to transport corps moa who, 
thouglrnot unfit for service in tho field, laboured 
under some disqnalific:tions which rondored 
thm fitter for handliug baggage thea for 
taking ‘their, place in the fighuny line, But 
t+o available number of these men has not proved, 
it is understuod, moro’ than spfficient ior the 
work of transport at the ixost, ond large bodies 
of Uhineso have necessarily been ongaged for 
the ordinary commissuriatcarrioge. Tho" rato 
‘Association speaks of 10v,090 men and 10,000 
carts be:ng thos emploved, upd estimating the 
men’s wage at 1 yer duily and the hire of 6 cart 
at 8 yen, finds on this accoaot an expenditure 
of 180,000 yen ver diem or nearly 54 milion yex 
pr month, The resolution speaks of this nam- 
ber having to be doubled soon, and then: urges 
that Japanese coolies should be sent ‘across’ the 
sea so as to keop down the priccs charged by 
the Chinas. It pats the daily wage of the 
Japanssp at 40 ecu oul calculates that if food 
and clothing te. mpplied the outlay per diem 
would net exceed one yer, mostof which money, 
if paid to Supanese, would return to Jopan. 
Thia ‘last. cousideration probubly, has .maoh; 
influence with the assoviotion. 4

regulations imposed-on ships and m-rehants 
visiting Dairen {Dalny). “So severe is the 
system of surveillance that no vessels can enter 
there at present excopt the steamers of tho 
Osaka Sho-en Kaisha, und the number of tradea- 
men gainiog sdmittance is very small. It is 
not claimed by tho Association that to admit 
moerchsuts is in avy sense essentiel, but the 
vowmittes think that not s fow Japanese traders 
go thither with the parposs of exchanging the 
produc'a of their country for the tawk notes 
circulated by the army, and that if greater liber- 
ty were gyent-desuch traders might prove use- 
ful in that way.—Japan Hail.

PAY IN THE ARMY. 

During the incoming finaucial. yoar tho War | 
Department will continue the programme of | 
bettering the lot of the private soldier, and it is 
hoped to reduce, still furthor tho amounts 
deducted from a soldior's pay as stoppages. 

‘At the present timo, tho auihoritics claim 
that a man serving inthe ranks draws the, 
equivalent of a salary of thirty shillings por 
wook, now that ho obtains tho inoroased rates | 
of cash payment, ond it is bolioved that when 
this fact is more generally known, and barrack 
accommodation and the lifo in the ranks are 
further improved, a great numbor of mon will 
be attracted to the colours, Tho Government's 
provision for a soldier on the thirt: shillings 
per week basis is worked out on the eivilion 
ratio of fonr shillings for rent, tan shillings for 
food, &c., two for clothing, &o., ono for illness, 
ono shilling and sixpence for fuel, one fur extra 
cost. of luxuries, aud sixponco for lighting. 
Those items amount to twonty shillings in kind, 
and the balnnee of ten abillings is the weekly 
cash payment, or clear wages, now given to the 
soldier. On this reckoning, the privato's posi- 
tion is approximately oqual to that of the 
average working man, 

A comparison with the old army rates will 
show how the position of the soldier hax been 
improved, -Tho old infantry scale was ad
